The application has been amended as follows: in claim 44, line 1, change "44" to --43--. 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 15-16, 22, 23, 
24, 28 and claims 30-34, , 40-41 are allowable since there is no teaching or suggestion in the 
prior art the presence, in addition to inoculating alloy, a strong reducing agent that is volatile at 
the temperature of the molten cast iron wherein the reducing agent is a non-ferrous alloy and/or 
is present in the amount as claimed. 

claim 19 is allowable since non of the prior art teach or suggest strong reducing metal 
which comprises magnesium present in the powder product in the amount as recited in the 
instant claims. 

claims 26 -27 are allowable since the prior art does not teach or suggest the amount of 
inert mineral powder in the powder product that comprises not only inoculating alloy and but 
also strongly reducing metal that is volatile at the temperature of liquid cast iron.

New claims 43-46 are allowable since the prior art does not teach or suggest the presence 
of non-ferrous alloy as the reducing alloy having the composition as recited in the instant claims.
